This made a total of $176,000 offered 
to the paper for thlB and the subsidy 
purposes, according to Dodsworth, in 
definite amount* of three offers, be­ 
sides an unnamed amount from the 
Spanish 
government 
and 
a 
blank 
check which 
John Roach, the ship 
builded, is alleged to have told the 
elder Dodsworth that he could fill out 
with any figure he chose. 
“At the tim e tL«T De 1 «"*Beps vis­ 
ited this country and was entertained 
by the New York Chamber of Coiu- 
merce,” said Mr. Dodsworth, “a rep­ 
resentative 
of 
the 
Panama 
Canal 
company, as It was then a French 
company, made our paper a proposi­ 
tion, through my father, for editorial 
support and said that there was $36,- 
000 of a fund that was left that we 
might just as well have as not, that 
we should support the proposition to 
saddle that property on this govern­ 
ment." 
Charles R. W illiams, of 
the 
In­ 
dianapolis News, identified a num ber 
of editorials in his paper concerning 
ship subsidy. He said he knew there 
was an active propaganda for m er­ 
chant m arine legislation, hut that he 
knew nothing as to any corrupting in­ 
fluence 
G. Waldo Smith, a member of the 
New York Cham ber of Comnie.ce and 
Produce Exchange, said he had known 
of strong rum ors as to influence of 
foreign shipping in commercial bodies, 
but be had no definite information as 
to lobbying. 
Pressed as to the $100,000 ofTer 
which he said had been made six 
years ago for the publication in the 
Journal of Commerce of an article In 
favor of ship subsidy, Mr. Dodsworth 
denied that his purpose in calling hts 
tiro!her. John W. Dodsworth, editor 
">t the paper, into his office at that 
time was for consultation as to the 
policy of the patter. He said that there 
wa* no thought of accepting the prop­ 
osition.

Taft, Sent to Senate.

United States Puts Goods Valued at 


$39,811,000 
on 
Free 
List, 
Against 


$21,958,000 by Canada. 


Washington, Jan. 27.—The adminis­ 
tration’s reciprocity agreement with 
Canada 
was 
submitted to congress, 
with a special message from the pres­ 
ident urging its prompt enactment in­ 
to law. 
The agreement was presented con­ 
currently to the Dominion parliament 
in Ottawa and within a few days hills 
will be introduced in the legislative 
body of each government designed to 
make the terms of the agreement. Tile 
concurrent legislation obviates the ne­ 
cessity of any negotiations on the 
subject between the two governments. 
Generally speaking, the agreement 
opens 
the 
markets of the I'nited 
States to Canada's leading agricul­ 
tural products, notably wheat and oth­ 
er grain and also to her dairy pro­ 
ducts, fish, eggs and poultry, sheep, 
cattle and other live animals. 
Her 
rough lumber also is admitted duty 
free to the United States, as is ber 
print paper and wood pulp and sev­ 
eral other raw materials. 
In return for these conf essions Can­ 
ada takes down the bars altogether 
on cottonseed oil and American fruits 
and some other products and grants 
reduced duties on agricultural imple­ 
ments and other manufactured 
ar­ 
ticles. 
On the basis of results expressed 
in dollars and cents, Canada seems to 
have a little better of the argument 
in the agreement, although President 
Taft points out in his message that 
the benefits to lie derived by the Unit 
rd States cannot be computed in this 
way at the present. The total value 
of articles now dutiable which the 
United States proposes to make flee 
under the agreement is $39,811,(Mkt, or 
76.4 per cent of the total dutiable im 
portatlons of Canalla into the United 
States in the fiscal year 1911. 
The 
total value of articles now dutiable 
which Canada proposes to make fret* 
is, on the other hand, only $16,958,- 
000, which Is 16.5 per cent of all the 
dutiable imports into Canada from the 
United States in the same year. The 
total amount of duties to be remitted 
by the United States under the agree­ 
ment is $4,850,Goo, as compared with 
$2,560,000 with Canada. 


Summary of the Changes. 
The state department gave out a 
summary of the tariff changes provid­ 
ed for as follows: 
Reciprocal lists on leading food pro­ 
ducts, such as wheat and other grains, 
dairy products, fresh fruits and veg© 
tables, fish of all kinds, eggs and poul­ 
try, cattle, sheep and other live ani­ 
mals. 
Also certain commodities now free 
in one country are to lie made fret* 
by the other, such as cottonseed oil 
by Canada and rough lumber by the 
United States. 
Tin and terne plates, now dutiable 
in both countries, are made mutually 
free. 
Harked wire fencing, now exempte! 
from fluty by Canada, Is also exemp*- 
ed by the United States. Some raw 
materials, such as mica and gypsum, 
which enter into numerous industries, 
are to lie made free by the United 
States. 
Printing paper Is to become free on 
the removal of all restrictions on the 
exportation of pulp wood. 
Mutually reduced rates on second­ 
ary food products, such as fresh meat, 
canned meats, bacon and hams, lard 
and lard compound*, canned vegeta 
hies, flour, cereal preparations and 
other foodstuffs, partly manufactured 
Mutually reduced rates on a list of 
manufactured commodities which in­ 
clude motor vehicles, cutlery, clocks 
and watches, sanitary fixtures, satch­ 
els and similar leather goods, plate 
glass, brass band instruments, print­ 
ing ink and miscellaneous articles. 
Agricultural 
implements, such as 
plows, harvesters, threshing machines 
and drills, are reduced by Canada to 
the United States rates. 


Special Rates Granted. 
A small list of articles is given sp© 
elal rates by each country. 
Canada reduces coal 45 cents per 
ton and cement to ll cents per IOO 
pounds. 
The United States reduces iron ore 
to IO cents i**r ton, lowers the rate 
on aluminum products and on dressed 
lumber. 
Total amount of duties to be remit­ 
ted by the United States, $4,850,000. 
Total amount of duties to lie remit­ 
ted by Canada, $2,560,000. 
Value of articles now dutiable, that 
the United States p rot Rises to make

Few i Ktr.so us have ever been aw are 
of the connection President Lincoln 
had with Hpies. 
It Is singular how 
those can he found to do such work, 
especially since an ignominious death 
Is the penalty for being caught. 
The 
strangest feature of the spy system 
Is that the more delicate woman should 
have done her share in it. 
One day a girl about twenty-four 
years old went to Allan Tinkerton, 
who was at the head of the United 
States secret service bureau, and told 
him that she had lived at Richmond, 
the capital of the Confederacy, and 
was supposed to be a secessionist. She 
pr«*iK)sed to go there, Intending to offer 
lier services to the Confederate gov­ 
ernment, to return to W ashington and 
take hack inform ation to Richmond.' 
Iii other words, by pretending to be 
In the Confederate service she hoped 
to get information of their intentions 
or condition for the Federal govern­ 
ment. 
She said her object was to 
make money to lift her sick mother 
out of (Mjverty. 
IMnkerton set several traps for her 
in order to test her fidelity to the 
Federal cause and. having satisfied 
himself of It. sent her to Mr. Lincoln. 
This was in IWM, when the struggle 
was drawing to a close. 
The work 
Mr. Lincoln gave her to do was to dis­ 
cover w hat commissary stores were in 
Richmond and w hat further supplies 
could la* obtained. 
Hate Beale went to Richmond, going 
through 
the 
lines 
w ithout 
much 
trouble. 
Her accent, which she had 
acquired In the south, was distinctly 
southern and a great help to her. She 
wormed herself Into the confidence of 
the wife of an Inqiortant officer in the 
Confederate commissary 
departm ent

The day l»efore she Intended to set 
out she was met on the Rtreet by a 
man cue of the many W ashington 
southern sym pathisers—who was car­ 
rying Information to Richmond and 
who had seen lier not long before com­ 
ing out of Allan Pinkerton s office. He 
looked at her w ith n pair of steel gray 
eyes limier bushy eyebrows and with 
a more than ordinary Interest. She did 
not rernemtsT ever having seen him 
l**fore, but considering her mission she 
felt sure she w as in danger 
She pretended not to notice the 
man’s Interest in her. W alking on, bul 
without turning to see lf he followed 
her. she spied an empty cab.

curb, and she entered, telling him tc 
drive her to the presidential mansion 
As she was driven away she saw thf 
man still looking at her. but pretend 
ing not to notice her.
